VISALIA, Mar. 14 — Certifica- 
tion of citrus budwood coming in- 
to Central California as quick de- 
cline free was generally approved 
at a state department of agricul- 
ture hearing conducted in Visalia 
Friday by Allen B.-Lemmon, chiet 
of the division of plant industry, 

Support was also given to ex- 
pansion of the Meyer Lemon Free 
district in Central California to 
include newly-planted citrus areas 
in Kern and Madera counties. The 
Meyer lemon_is a symptomless car- 
rier of quick decline virus, and.is 
considered to be a threat to the 
citrus industry. Eradication of 
Meyer lemon trees was started in 
Tulare county several years ago, 

In a letter from Elvin Mankins, 

county agricultural commissioner, 
it was stated that there is no evi- 
dence of natural spread of quick 
decline in Tulare county by a vec- 
tor, that all infections have been 
attributed to infected budwood. 
’ The letter also said that all 
known infected trees, with excep- 
tion of recent findings, have been 
destroyed.
